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PREFACE.

This selection is compiled for the use of young boys 
reading Latin poetry for the first time. The exercises 
are intended to serve as a first Latin verse writer. 
The only preliminary knowledge necessary is acquaint¬ 
ance with the elementary rules of Latin prosody, and 
with the scansion of hexameter and pentameter 
verses. The words needed in each exercise will he 
found in the corresponding, or in some previous pas¬ 
sage of the text, and it is hoped that the writing of 
Latin verse with Ovid himself to supply dictionary 

and gradus may prove both easier and more instruc¬ 
tive than the ordinary method. 

An attempt has been made to arrange the passages 
as far as possible in order of difficulty; here and there 
one or more couplets which presented difficulties of 
construction or allusion have been omitted, when their 
omission did not affect the continuity of the story.

These omissions have, in two or three places, involved 
the change of a conjunction or other introductory 
word, but beyond this no liberties have been taken 
with the text, which is, with one or two exceptions, 
Merkel's.

After some consideration the conventional spelling 
of Latin words has been retained as being identical 
with that of the Latin grammars in general use. 
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INTRODUCTION. 


I. Ovid’s Life.— No ancient poet has told us so 
much of his own life as Ovid. He was born at 
Sulmo, in the country of the Peligni, B.C. 43, and 
belonged to an old and prosperous equestrian family. 
His father wished him to become an advocate; he 
studied rhetoric at Rome, and afterwards went to 
Athens, which was to the young Romans much what 
Oxford and Cambridge are to us. After his return 
to Rome, he soon gave up public life for the sake of 
poetry. He lived many years at Rome, and enjoyed 
the favour of Augustus, was three times married, and 
seems to have had an only child, a daughter. At 
the age of fifty-one he was banished by Augustus to 
Tomi, a town south of the Danube on the western 
shore of the Black Sea. The cause of his exile is not 
fully known ; certain of his' writings had given 
offence to the emperor, but he hints in his later 
poems at another cause which he does not dare to 
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reveal. Some account of his life at Tomi will be 
found in passages xm. and xiv. of this selection, 
while xn. describes a storm at sea which arose 
while he was on his way there. He lived at 
Tomi about ten years, and died there a.d. 18 
at the age of sixty, having failed, in spite of 

many entreaties, to gain permission to return to 
Rome. 

H- Ovid's Style.— We can only mention here 
such points in Ovid's style as are likely to cause diffi¬ 
culty to boys who have hitherto only read Latin 
prose, and such as may be usefully imitated in writing 
Latin verse. 

1. The construction of the elegiac couplet requires, 
except in rare instances, a break in the sense at the 
end of every second line. It is therefore impossible 
to write the long periods with a number of sub¬ 
ordinate clauses introduced by relative pronouns, 
conjunctions, etc., which are found in Latin prose. 
Hence Ovid constantly uses a rapid succession of 
short sentences to describe either a series of events 
or the causes and circumstances of one event. Take, 
for example, v. 11. 17-20, p. 5— 

“Ille cadit praeceps et calce feritur aselli, 

Inclamatque suos auxiliamque rogat. 

Concumint Satyri, turgentiaque ora parentis 
Rident: percusso claudicat ille genu.” 
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Here are seven sentences, none of them subordinate, 
m four l' nes - Again, in xi. 47 we find— ' 

Icare clamabat, pinnas aspexit in nndia ! 

Ossa tegit tumulus; aequora nomen habent.” 

In translating such passages, it is often well to in- 

roduce conjunctions showing the connection of the 

sentences “ While he was calling Icarus, he saw 
his wings,” etc. 

2. In Ovid, as in all Latin poetry, the order of the 
words is often a source of difficulty to beginners. 

Adjectives, especially, are placed far from their sub¬ 
stantives, as in the line—

Alba jugum niveo cum bove vacca tulit ” (xv. 18) ; 


or again— 

“ Ecce, petena variis immixtas frondibus herbas 

Constitit ante oculos Candida vacca meoa ” (ii. 7, 8). 

In such cases careful parsing will get rid of the 
difficulty, and it is sometimes useful to scan the line 

to distinguish between long and short a’s etc., as in 
the lines— 


Flebilibus numeris veluti canentia dura

The couplet looks rather bewildering, but as soon 
as it is discovered that canentia temvora is sat;™ 
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plural, and dura pinna ablative singular, the difficulty 
almost disappears. Notice also—(1) that if a noun 
ends a pentameter, the first half of the line often 
ends with the adjective agreeing with that noun, 
e.g.-- 

“ Prodit et in summum seminis herba solum ” (i. 6) : 

(2) that when, as often happens, a line consists of a 
simple sentence containing subject, verb, and object, 
each of the nouns having an adjective agreeing with 
it, the two adjectives frequently occur in the first half 
of the line; the two nouns, or noun and pronoun, in 
the second, e.g.— 

“ CcUlidus ignari8 annuit ills viris ” (iv. 14); 

“ Quantae diclucto subsidunt acquore valles ” (xii. 5); 
li Nunc sicca gelidus boreas baccbatur ab arcto ” (xii. 13): 

(3) that the relative does not always come at the be¬ 
ginning of its clause, e.g.— 

“ In liquidas nondum quas mora verfcit aquas ” (ii. 10): 

(4) the conjunction -que is sometimes attached to 
a word quite late on in the sentence which it intro¬ 
duces. This word is generally but not always a verb, 

e.g.— 

“Canitiem galeae subjiciog r we meam ** (xiv. 16). 

“ and cover my white hair with a helmet.” 
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3. Ovid, like other poets, often writes plural for 
singular, or singular for plural, merely to suit the 
metre. Thus we have mea terga , ‘my back’ (iv. 12); 
wgressus , ‘return’ (xi. 10). There are certain nouns, 
which should be noticed when met with, which in 
poetry are often used in the plural, though the 
meaning is singular. Such are ora (mouth), sinus 
(a fold), pectora (the breast or heart); observe too 
the use of nos and noster for ego and meus. Here 
again are instances, taken from the text of this 
volume, of the singular used for the plural: plenos 
flore, ‘full of flowers’ (x. 14); gemino sub duce, 
‘under the twin leaders’ (xiv. 2); densissimus hostis , 

‘ a crowd of foes ’ (xvi. 5). Often the singular may 

be retained in translating, e.g., multa avis , ‘many 
a bird.’ 

4. Present participles are often used as adjec 
tives—“ Mandata latentia ” (iv. 19); “ turgentia ora” 
(v. 19). 

5. The perfect infinitive is often used where in 
English we should use the present— 

‘ ‘ Apes cum stirpe necatas 
Viderat inceptos clestituisse favoa ” (vi. 1, 2). 

6. The preposition a or ab is sometimes omitted 
before the ablative of agent, when the noun has an 
adjective agreeing with it— 

“ Filia consuetis, ut erat, comitata puellis (x. 7). 
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7. Ovid often varies his narrative by addressing 
his characters, putting the verb in the second person 
and the noun in the vocative case:— 

“Forsitan, infelix, ventos undasque timebas, 

At tibi nave tua tutius aequor erat ” (viii. 15, 16). 

“ Capit ille coronam 

Quae possit crines, Phoebe, decere tuos ” (viii. 24). 
“Scilicet ut posses olim tu, Maxime, nasci” (xviii. 41). 

8. Perhaps ingenuity is the most prominent charac. 
teristic of Ovid as a verse-writer. The description of 
the Minotaur, 

“ Semibovemque virum, semivirumque bovem ” (xi. 4), 

and the elaborate way of saying “the tenth wave,” 

“ Posterior nono est, undecimoque prior ” (xii. 20), 

will at once occur to readers. Good examples will 
be found in the first sixteen lines of “ The Storm at 
Sea” (xii.), and in the following two passages. Any 
ingenious turns met with in reading should be noted 
and remembered, as they may often suggest ways 
out of difficulties in the composition of elegiacs; and 
it is perhaps needless to add that the surest way to 
remember is to learn by heart. 
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I. The Coming of Spring. 

Why does the new year begin in winter ? It ought to begin 
in spring , when everything is fresh and young .
